To the Honorable Charles A. Culberson, Governor of the State of Texas. 

In obedience to subdivision b of the 12th section of the law of April 
3, 1891, creating the Railroad Commission of Texas, we submit the fol- 
lowing report of the transactions of the Railroad Commission of Texas 
for the past year, together with the information gathered by the Commis- 
sion and such facts, suggestions and recommendations as are deemed by 
us necessary. 

FREIGHT RATES MADE BY THE COMMISSION. 

Since the submission of its last Annual Report, the Commission has 
established the following commodity tariffs, viz.: No. 17, on 31 com- 
modities, in car loads, all named in the tariff; No. 18, on 8 commodities, 
in less than car loads, all named in the tariff; No. 19, on empty beer 
packages returned; No. 20, on salt, in car loads; No. 21, on live stock, in 
less than car loads; No. 22, on cedar logs and poles. All of said tariffs 
will be found in Exhibit No. 1 of the Appendix to this report. 

In addition to promulgating the foregoing commodity tariffs, the 
Commission has made amendments to its general tariff of class rates, as 
well as to commodity tariffs previously established by the Commission, 
all of which will appear in a succeeding part of this report. 

Numerous special authorities, which are shown in Exhibit No. 2, have 
been granted by the Commission to railroad companies., upon their re- 
quest to apply less than the regular tariff rates on articles named by 
them between places designated. The Commission always requires, be- 
fore granting authority to use less than the regular rate, some special 
reason. The reason most often given is that the reduced rate asked for 
is necessary to meet wagon or water competition. 

To persons who have never given thought to the subject, it appears 
that a railroad company should be permitted to transport any article for 
a rate lower than the regular rate, if it is willing to do so, simply because 
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of its willingness. To persons better informed, however, it is obvious 
that such a policy would, if followed by the Commission, largely defeat 
one of the principal objects of the law, which is to prevent inequalities- 
in rates between persons and places under similar conditions. If a cer- 
tain shipper should, by the grace of a railroad company and the Com- 
mission, obtain special rates, lower than those his competitor has to pay,, 
there would be an injustice. So, if one locality should be given low 
rates denied to another similarly situated, there would again be an in- 
justice. Again, if one carrier should be allowed to charge leas than the 
regular rates, as to all competitive business, it would enjoy an advantage- 
over competing lines in controlling such business. Other illustrations 
might be furnished, but those given are considered sufficient to establish 
the proposition that while a company has the right, within certain limits,, 
to sacrifice its revenues by charging less than the ordinary rates, it must 
exercise its right in such manner as not to injure persons, places, or 
competing lines. The effort of the Commission is to make all rates just 
and reasonable within themselves, affording fair compensation to the 
carriers, and yet not unduly burdening shippers; and it has made many 
reductions in rates to accomplish this result. But its policy has been 
steadily, if reductions are needed, to give the benefit of them to all ship- 
pers alike, and not to any particular individuals or localities, in the ab- 
sence of unusual facts taking a case out of the general rule. 

In some instances, rates have been established upon applications of 
sliippers, either with the consent of the railroad companies interested, 
or, upon their refusal to consent to the establishment of the rates de- 
sired, after notice and hearing. In other instances, after examination, 
we have refused applications of shippers for reduced rates, because we 
could not, under existing conditions, see the justice of making the reduc- 
tions applied for. It is seldom that railroad companies ask for an in- 
crease in rates. When they have done so, we have carefully considered 
their applications and made such disposition of them as, in our opinion, 
justice required. 

The investigations, necessitated by applications, whether by shippers 
or carriers, have involved much labor, even when, after investigation, 
we have concluded to deny an application without a hearing. 

As the basis for rates, the classification of freights is indispensable. 
The Commission has deemed it advisable, as stated in former reports, 
to adopt Western Classification established by the Western Classification 
Committee. It has also adopted many exceptions to Western Classifica- 
tion proposed by the railroad companies of Texas and applying on busi- 
ness wholly within the State. The Commission has not blindly adopted 
any proposed classification or exception to classification. On the con- 
trary, as, from -time to time, amended or new classification rulings or ex- 
ceptions to classifications have been proposed, the Commission has closely 
scrutinized each proposition, to ascertain whether it is in conflict with the 
laws of Texas or is a measure which should be approved. This is a delicate 
work, and occupies much time, as frequent changes in Western Classifica- 
tion or exceptions thereto are proposed, and as new articles not previously 
classified are constantly being assigned to classes. The importance of 
care in acting upon matters of classification will be seen when it is stated 
that class tariffs prescribe various rates for various classes, so that if an 
article which belongs to a certain class, say fourth class, upon which the 
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maximum common point rate in Texas is 65 cents per hundred pounds, 
is attempted to he placed in a higher class, say first class, upon which the 
maximum common point rate in Texas is 88 cents per hundred pounds, 
an increase of 23 cents per hundred pounds would be the result. So, 
when new articles not previously classified are sought to be placed in a 
class, it must be considered in respect to analogous articles, if any, with 
ii view of preventing incongruity. Other statements might be made in- 
dicative of the importance of classification, but the foregoing are deemed 
sufficient for present purposes. 

STATE AND INTERSTATE EATES RELATIVELY. 

To the consumer, upon whom ultimately falls the payment of freight 
rates, which are incorporated with the prices of all articles he uses, it is 
of little moment, apart from his general interest in the advancement of 
the prosperity of his State, whether the retailer, from whom he obtains 
his supplies, patronizes a Texas jobber or an outside jobber. To the re- 
tailer it is a matter of greater interest, inasmuch as, if there are markets 
near at hand from which he can procure his goods, he not only is in a 
better situation to establish and preserve his credit with the wholesaler, 
between whom and himself there is often an intimate acquaintance, 
than he would be if he had to do business with strangers residing in 
other States, but he is relieved from the necessity of keeping in stock so 
large a quantity of goods as he would be compelled to keep if his mar- 
ket was more remote from his business, being enabled, by virtue of prox- 
imity, to have goods .shipped to him from his neighboring jobber in time 
to replenish his stock to meet the demands of his trade; whereas, if he 
had to rely upon a more distant jobber, the delay in receiving goods 
-would be incompatible with the same method of business. 

But there is another view of the question that is still more important. 
To Texas as a whole it is of the most vital concern that there should be 
within her limits, at proper places, jobbing and manufacturing establish- 
ments. Besides adding to the citizenship of the State a desirable popula- 
tion, and furnishing employment to persons already in our midst, and 
-enhancing the taxable values of the State, and, as a consequence, under 
wisely administered government, aiding in ultimately reducing the rate 
of taxation, and besides the- home market they afford* to the tiller of the 
-soil and other producers, including manufacturers, for their products, if 
men, in Texas, having the capital to engage in a wholesale business or in 
a manufacturing enterprise, for the success of which natural conditions 
are favorable, they have as much right to invest their means in such 
business or enterprise as a man in Illinois or Missouri has to embark in 
«uch business or enterprise in his State. 

Some of the Texas lines of railway, constituting parts of interstate 
•systems of railway interested in long hauls, appear to be hostile to a 
policy which would foster TVxas jobbing and manufacturing interests, 
while other lines manifestly favor such a policy. Outside cities bring 
io bear every pressure they can to coerce all Texas lines into a course 
favorable to their interests and adverse to the interests of Texas cities 
with respect to jobbing and manufacturing. Not content with their in- 
fluence over railroad companies, the Business Men's League of St. Louis 
several months ago lodged with the Interstate Commerce Commission a 
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complaint against certain railroad companies operating between that city 
and Texas, alleging that the differences between rates on car loads and 
less than car loads from St. Louis to Texas points are too great, and ask- 
ing that the differences be narrowed. The obvious purpose of this pro- 
ceeding is to make St. Louis the jobbing center for Texas, by enabling it 
to ship goods in less than car load quantities directly to retail merchants 
in Texas, and to thus eliminate the Texas jobber. The- Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, we are satisfied, will not suffer the attempted wrong 
to be perpetrated if the interests of the Texas people are properly pre- 
sented to it. Freight bureaus and others, representing Texas interests, 
are resisting the St. Louis demand, and it is to be hoped that they will 
present the interests of Texas in a manner that will prevent the injustice 
which is attempted. Every reason exists for the Texas railroad companies 
which are friendly to the promotion of the jobbing business and manu- 
facturing industries of Texas, to resist the demand of the St. Louis men. 

This Commission would, with alacrity, intervene in behalf of the peo- 
ple of Texas, but is deterred from doing so by two difficulties: Firsts 
it has no funds with which to employ counsel to represent it in the con- 
troversy; secondly, it has no funds with which to obtain evidence and 
defray other expenses that it would be necessary to incur. It is not 
made the duty of the Attorney General to attend to such litigation; but 
special counsel would have to be retained to represent the Commission. 
The Commission will submit a special recommendation on .this subject. 
The Commission has addressed a communication setting forth its views 
upon the subject, to the Interstate Commerce Commission; and it has in- 
vited the Interstate Commerce Commission to come to Texas to take 
testimony in the complaint of the Business Men's League of St. Louis; 
which that commission has kindly consented to do, though it has not 
yet fixed a time and place. One or more members of this Commission 
will endeavor to be present at the investigation in Texas to aid in pre- 
senting the side of our people before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

This Commission has always had in mind the securing of relatively 
just State and interstate rates, with a view of enabling Texas merchants 
and manufacturers to do business in competition with outsiders. And, 
as shown by its last annual report, it has secured substantial benefits in 
this line. Besides what is there stated, it has, when its attention has 
been directed to changes in interstate rates, made corresponding changes 
in State rates whenever it could do so before the restoration of interstate 
rates. Occasionally it has transpired that reductions have been made in 
interstate rates, but before the Commission could give ten days prelim- 
inary notice required by law, and twenty days notice after hearing be- 
fore rates prescribed by the Commission can take effect, the interstate 
rates have been restored. In recommendations of legislation, the Com- 
mission in another place has suggested that the law be amended so as 
to enable the Commission to act in less time than is now necessary to es- 
tablish a rate. To meet cuts in interstate rates such legislation "is re- 
quisite. 

In presenting in another place the matter of the appplication of the- 
railroad companies for an increase of rates, reference will again be made* 
to the subject of interstate rates. 
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RATES ON" COTTON" BY DIFFERENT ROUTES TO FOREIGK 

PORTS. 

To this subject attention was called in our last annual report, and men- 
tion was then made of the fact that an investigation of the question was- 
then pending before the Commission. The investigation was instituted 
upon the request of cotton merchants and other persons in Galveston* 
As stated in our last report the method of making rates to foreign porta 
is by adopting the lowest combination obtainable by adding the inland 
rate to any American port from the interior to the 'ocean rate from such 
port to the foreign port. The rate thus obtained is made the rate via 
Galveston and all Atlantic ports and New Orleans to foreign ports. 
There is no stability in ocean rates, but they fluctuate constantly; and 
the rail lines, throughout the country, engaged in the transportation of 
cotton destined to foreign ports are under the necessity of being daily 
advised of the ocean rates from the various American ports to foreign 
ports, in order to be able to quote the correct through rate to foreign 
ports as shipments destined to said ports are each day tendered. Owing 
to its proximity to the cotton fields of Texas, the rate on cotton from 
points in the interior of the State to Galveston is lower than the rate 
from such points to either Atlantic ports or New Orleans, the lowest 
combined water and land rate is usually made through Galveston, not- 
withstanding generally the ocean rate is somewhat higher from Galveston 
to foreign ports than from Atlantic ports and New Orleans. The in- 
surance rate on cotton from Galveston to foreign ports is usually higher 
than from Atlantic ports and New Orleans, so that, enjoying the benefit 
of the through rates made through Galveston to foreign ports, and being^ 
thus on a parity with Galveston as to rates on Texas cotton destined to 
foreign ports, the Atlantic ports and New Orleans have the advantage 
over Galveston to the- extent of the difference between their insurance 
rate and the Galveston insurance rate, in some cases the difference 
amounting to as much as 6 cents per hundred pounds, or 30 cents per bale 
of five hundred pounds. At least, such was the situation when the Gal- 
veston people made their complaint to the Commission. While the Com- 
mission realized that it could not apply a direct remedy, yet it held that 
it might, if the complaint should be sustained, make such a readjustment 
of cotton rates in the State as would force the abandonment of the pre- 
vailing method of constructing through rates to foreign ports through 
Atlantic ports or New Orleans, or that it might invoke the action of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, whose authority extends to the con- 
trol of rates to and from ports of entry and transhipment, and secure- 
from it a ruling or decision removing the disadvantage to which Galves- 
ton was subjected on account of the difference in insurance rates. On 
December 19, 20 and 21, 1895, the Commission heard evidence in the- 
matter. Adjourning to January 27, 1896, it again heard evidence on 
that and the next day. Then by consent of parties, the hearing was from 
time to time continued, pending the consideration of a proposition 
made by the railroad companies interested looking to the arrangement ot* 
rates through the Atlantic ports and New Orleans on a basis upon which 
the rates through them from the interior of Texas to foreign ports should 
be certain differentials over the rate through Galveston. Finally, on* 
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July 15, 1896, the insurance differentials having been agreed by the rail- 
road companies interested to be placed at figures that should remove the 
inequality existing against Galveston, and the Galveston people having 
expressed a willingness for the complaint to be held in abeyance until in 
the light of experience the operation of the proposed differentials could 
be tested, the Commission gave its consent to the adjustment of the con- 
troversy on the basis agreed upon, and continued the complaint until 
further notice. The transportation of cotton to foreign ports has since 
the date of the adjustment been governed thereby, and as we have had 
no request from the Galveston people to resume the investigation of the 
question, we assume that the adjustment has worked satisfactorily. No 
doubt the prompt and vigorous action by the Commission had much to 
do with bringing about the adjustment, which secured to Galveston the 
justice to which she was .entitled. It may be observed, that while to the 
cotton producer, out of whom it appears that rates must come in the 
making of prices on his cotton, it is immaterial, provided the rate is rea- 
sonable, through what port his cotton must pass, apart from his general 
interest as a citizen in the prosperity of a Texas port, yet to the people of 
Galveston and the State at large it is highly important that our prin- 
cipal seaport shall not be at a disadvantage as compared with the ports in 
other States, especially as regards the exportation of an article- of such 
large production as cotton, and originating in Texas as cotton does. 

APPLICATION OF EAILEOAD COMPANIES FOE INCEEASE 

OF BATES. 

On the 15th day of September, 1896, nearly all the railroad companies 
of Texas united in an application for an increase of all rates upon all ar- 
ticles transported upon railroads within the limits of the State. The 
principal ground of the application was that existing rates were not fairly 
compensatory, notwithstanding, as alleged, the companies had obtained 
all the- revenue to which they were justly entitled out of interstate busi- 
ness. The Commission set the application down for hearing on the 20th 
day of October, 1896, but upon request of the applicants, accompanied 
by the statement that they could not within the time allowed collate the 
information demanded by the Commission in its notice of hearing, the 
investigation was postponed until the 4th day of December, 1896, when 
subsequent request of the applicants, based upon the same reason, the 
investigation was postopned until the 4th day Of December, 1896, when 
the matter was regularly taken up. It soon being discovered, in view of 
the requirement ' of the Commission, that the testimony should all be 
under oath from witnesses having personal knowledge of the facts, that 
the applicants were not ready to proceed, the hearing went over to the 
8th day of December, 1896, when the applicants requested that the in- 
vestigation be continued until further notice. The Commission con- 
sented to the continuance on the condition that the applicants would take 
up with it and consider propositions looking to a more satisfactory rela- 
tive adjustment of State and interstate rates. The Commission in the 
setting of the application for hearing had not merely embraced in its no- 
tice the proposition of applicants to increase rates, but had also an- 
nounced in the notice that the Commission would "in connection there- . 
with, take up and consider the question of the proper readjustment, with 
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respect to each other, of the rates applying within the State of Texas 
and the interstate rates to which petitioners were parties, by increasing 
or diminishing, so far as may be necessary to effect such readjustment, 
the rates now applying on freights transported between points in the 
State of Texas, and by insisting that petitioners will increase or reduce 
the interstate rates now existing and to which petitioners are parties, 
so far as may be necessary to secure such readjustment." 

With the view to the proper determination of said subjects, the Com- 
mission in its notice submitted for discussion a number of inquiries, so 
framed as to elicit all the information necessary for deciding whether 
existing State rates are just and reasonable, whether existing interstate 
rates are just and reasonable, and whether the existing interstate rates 
are so adjusted as to operate fairly to the producers, manufacturers, mer- 
chants, and consumers of Texas. The Commission did not feel disposed, 
when it gave the notice in the form stated, nor has it ever been inclined, 
• to deny to the railroad companies such rates as are reasonably compen- 
satory, even though to do so would necessitate- an increase in rates. Yet, 
as a condition precedent to anything like a general increase in State 
rates, the Commission was, and is, determined that the railroad compa- 
nies shall show that they are receiving reasonable compensation for the 
transportation by them of interstate freights, in order that it may be 
seen by the Commission that they are not sacrificing their revenues on 
interstate hauls and seeking to recoup their losses against the people of 
Texas. Besides, knowing from experience that if the Texas lines united- 
ly exert themselves earnestly to secure any kind of readjustment of inter- 
state rates, they are capable of accomplishing much in that direction, we 
deemed the occasion of the hearing of their application for an increase 
of State rates opportune for insisting that they endeavor to secure a 
more satisfactory arrangement of interstate rates. In making the demand 
there was no injustice to the railroads, for viewed simply as roads operat- 
ing in the State, it is to their interest to favor the policy of bringing 
goods from abroad into Texas cities in car load quantities and in dis- 
tributing them from the jobbing houses in such cities in less than car 
load quantities among the retailers, as the freight charges they receive 
on local less than car load shipments in the State, added to what they 
receive in the division of through rates on car load shipments to the 
Texas jobber, usually amount to more than they receive in the division 
of through rates on less than carload shipments from a jobber outside the 
State to a retailer in the State; and it can be shown to be to their ad- 
vantage to pursue a policy favorable to the development of manufactur- 
ing in Texas. While by pursuing, along the lines indicated, a course fa- 
vorable to the upbuilding of Texas jobbing and manufacturing enter- 
prises, the interest of Texas roads considered as such would be subserved, 
yet, constituting, as some of the Texas roads do, parts of interstate sys- 
tems, the interests of the systems rather than the interests of the Texas 
lines are too often regarded. Here lies the main difficulty, in our opin- 
ion, in securing a just arrangement of interstate rates. It can be met 
either by those- lines which are not dominated by outside influences tak- 
ing a firm stand and cooperating with this Commission to compel the 
other lines to act justly towards Texas interests, or, if adjustments can 
not be made by consent, by the Interstate Commerce Commission, with 
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an intelligent grasp of the situation, when appealed to, making the 
proper adjustment. 

The Commission is now preparing to take up with the Texas lines 
propositions looking to a readjustment of interstate rates in accordance 
with the views announced by it when the application of the railroad 
companies for increase of rates was postponed as above stated. 

COMPLAINTS AGAINST RAILROADS. 

Almost every mail brings letters containing informal charges against 
railroad companies for alleged violations of the law. It often occurs that 
the complainant is mistaken in supposing that the matter of which he 
complains constitutes a violation of the law. In other instances, what ap- 
pears from an imperfect presentation to be a violation of the law is found, 
upon examination, not to be such. In both classes of cases mentioned, the 
complaints are disposed of by simply writing a letter to the complainant, . 
correcting his error. There are other cases, which happily are few in 
number, involving actual violations of the law by the companies of 
which complaint is made. These cases are promptly brought to the at- 
tention of the companies involved, and almost invariably it is ascertained 
that, though the law has been violated, the infraction is technical merely, 
resulting from an innocent mistake of fact; and in such circumstances, 
the companies with alacrity remedy the wrong which has been uninten- 
tionally committed. 

In but five instances during the last twelve months has it become 
necessary for the Commission to institute suits for the recovery of penal- 
ties for the violation of laws by railroad companies. Of these full men- 
tion will be made in a subsequent part of this report. 

LITIGATION. 

Under the head of complaints it was stated that in five instances dur- 
ing the last twelve months the Commission has found it necessary to in- 
stitute suits against railroad companies for the recovery of penalties for 
violating laws with the enforcement of which the Commission is charged. 

In the latter part of 1895 Stump & Weaver lodged two complaints and 
B. S. Kilgore lodged one complaint with the Commission against the 
Southern Kansas Railway Company of Texas. The gravamen of each 
complaint was that for the transportation of soft coal in car loads, from 
points in Texa,s to Miami, a station on its line in Texas, the defendant 
charged and collected from complainant a freight rate in excess of that 
established by the Commission on soft coal, and in so doing wilfully vio- 
lated the law of Texas inhibiting, under a penalty, the charging or col- 
lecting by any railroad company of a greater rate than that fixed by the 
Commission. The defendant in each case answered, substantially, that 
while ostensibly the shipment was wholly within the limits of the State, 
yet in fact it was an interstate shipment, the coal as alleged having origin- 
ated at points outside the State of Texas, and having been transported to 
points in Texas short of its intended destination, and from such points 
reshipped to its destination, all for the purpose of evading the provision 
of the interstate commerce law against the changing of the character 
of an interstate shipment by breaking bulk or other device. Upon full 
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investigation, the Commission, on the 8th day of January, 1896, decided 
that in each case the shipment was bona fide wholly within the limits 
of the State, and not merely colorably so, and adjudged in each case 
the defendant was guilty of a wilful violation of the law in charging and 
collecting from the complainant a rate in excess of that prescribed by 
the Commission. The record was certified to the Attorney General with 
direction to institute a suit upon each complaint for the recovery of the 
penalty affixed for the violation of law involved. Suits were accordingly 
filed by the Attorney General for the recovery of the penalty, and they 
are now pending. 

On the 11th day of May, 1896, the Eio Grande Coal and Irrigation 
Company filed with the Commission a complaint against the Eio Grande 
and Eagle Pass Eailway Company, alleging, among other things, that the 
defendant unjustly discriminated against the complainant by charging 
complainant a greater freight rate on coal transported from complain- 
ant's coal mines to Laredo, Texas, than it charged the Cannel Coal Com- 
pany, a competitor with complainant, for a like and contemporaneous 
service, by furnishing said Cannel Coal Company with a sufficiency of 
cars for transporting its coal from its mines, while it failed and refused 
to supply complainant with a sufficiency of cars for transporting its coal 
from its mines; and by furnishing said Cannel Coal Company with suit- 
able cars, known as gondola cars, for the transportation of coal from its 
mines, while it provided complainant with box cars, which were not suit- 
able ajid the loading of which with coal cost five cents more per ton than 
the loading of gondola cars cost, for the transportation of coal from its 
mines. Complainant also charged that defendant had no buildings at 
Minera, a station on its line of railway. Defendant answered, denying 
each and all of the allegations of complainant. After the case had been 
by consent of parties continued from time to time, the Commission, on 
the 9th day of November, 1896, heard the evidence and arguments, and, 
having taken the case under advisement, on the 19th day of Novem- 
ber, 1896, rendered its decision, adjudging the defendant guilty of a wil- 
ful violation of law on each of said charges. The record was certified to 
the Attorney General, with the direction to institute a suit against the 
defendant for the recovery of the statutory penalties. 

On the 20th day of October, 1896, George H. McFadden & Bros., 
Felix H. Bath & Co., Birge, Forbes & Co., and Martin, Wise & Fitshugh 
filed with the- Commission a complaint against the Chicago, Eock Island 
and Texas Eailway Company, alleging, in substance, that complainants 
are cotton merchants and cotton brokers, engaged in buying cotton in 
bales at stations on defendant's line of railway in Texas; that complain- 
ants are and have been for a length of time stated the lessees, and as such 
entitled to all the revenues derived from the operation, of a compress 
located at Bowie, Texas, a station on defendant's line of railway in Tex- 
as, known as the Independent Compress; that there is another compress 
located at Bowie, known as the Bowie Compress; that said compresses 
are equally accessible to defendant's trains, and are eaual both in re- 
spect to capacity for compressing cotton and the quality of the work 
done; that defendant has refused to allow complainants to ship cotton in 
bales from points on its line in Texas over its railroad to Bowie, for com- 
pression and concentration, unless complainants would consign the same 
in care of the Bowie Compress, and has refused to allow them to consign 
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their cotton in care of the Independent Compress for compression or 
concentration; that defendant has shipped cotton in bales for other per- 
sons to Bowie care of the Bowie Compress, paying for its compression 
out of the through rate, and permitting such cotton to be there concen- 
trated by the shippers and refunding the transportation charges from 
points of origin to Bowie, and reshipping the cotton to destination from 
Bowie on the Commission's through rates, while it has denied to com- 
plainants the same benefits as to the payment for compression and as to 
the refund of localling charges into Bowie upon cotton shipped from sta- 
tions on defendant's line to Bowie care of the Independent Compress; 
that by said conduct defendant has been guilty of unlawful discrimina- 
tion against complainants. Defendant answered by a general denial, 
and by special pleas, setting forth, substantially, that it has the right 
to select the compress at Bowie at which cotton originating at points on 
its line shall be compressed, and that it has exercised such right, paying 
the cost of compression out of the Commission's through rate; that,' 
though it has denied to shippers the right to designate at which of two 
compresses operated at a place their cotton shall be compressed, it has 
treated all shippers alike, without discrimination; and that it has not in 
any manner discriminated against complainants, or any of them, or the 
Independent Compress of which they are the lessees. On the 10th day 
of November, 1896, the Commission heard the evidence and arguments, 
and, taking the case under advisement, the Commission on December 3, 
1896, rendered its decision, adjudging that, in its practice of taking cot- 
ton to the Bowie Compress for compression, defendant exercised a legal 
right, and in that respect, therefore, did not violate any law; but adjudg- 
ing that in refusing to allow the complainants Geo. H. McFadden & 
Bros, to concentrate their cotton at the Independent Compress at Bowie, 
while allowing other persons to concentrate their cotton at the Bowie 
Compress, and in refusing to refund localling charges to Geo. H. Mc- 
Fadden & Bros, when their cotton was concentrated at the Independent 
Compress, while, under similar circumstances, refunding the localling: 
charges to other persons whose cotton had been concentrated at the 
Bowie Compress, it was guilty of unjust and wilful discrimination. As 
to the complaints of Felix H. Bath & Co., Bir^e, Forbes & Co., and Mar- 
tin, Wise & Fitzhugh, the Commission adjudged the defendant not 
guilty. The record was certified by the Commission to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, with the direction to institute suit against the defendant for the re- 
covery of the statutory penalty incurred by reason of the unjust and wil- 
ful discrimination found. 

In addition to the foregoing complaints, some others have been filed 
with the Commission, but not embodying what the Commission con- 
ceived to be violations of any law for the infraction of which a penalty 
in behalf of the State is recoverable, they have not been entertained by 
the Commission. The suit brought by the Houston and Texas Central 
Eailroad Company to enjoin the Commission from enforcing against that 
company the Commission rules and regulations respecting the compres- 
sion and concentration of cotton, reference to which was made in our last 
annual report, is still pending in the Court of Civil Appeals at Austin. 
It is hoped .that a decision will speedily be rendered. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Much of the time of the Commission is taken up in correspondence. 
Daily inquiries are made by railroad companies and others for informa- 
tion respecting matters within the cognizance of the Commission. Many 
perplexing questions, to answer which satisfactorily requires much time 
and labor, are propounded in letters. Besides the letters relating to 
business properly cognizable by the Commission, we receive many letters 
seeking information concerning subjects of which the Commission has 
not jurisdiction. Uninformed persons often suppose that to the Com- 
mission has been delegated the authority to decide all questions that can 
arise affecting the rights and liabilities of railroad companies. 

To indicate the scope of the inquiries propounded upon subjects be- 
yond our jurisdiction, we shall state a few examples. In one case, a doc- 
tor desired to know if a railroad company, on one of whose trains a pas- 
senger was shot and whose conductor called in the doctor to attend the 
wounded man, was liable for the payment of his bill as a surgeon. In 
another case, a man whose mule had been run over and crippled by a 
railroad train at a private crossing on his farm, asked if, under the facts 
stated by him, the company could be required to pay him damages. . In 
another case, a cowboy who worked on a ranch several miles distant from 
his home, inquired whether his saddle carried between his home and the 
ranch was baggage. In still another, a school teacher insisted upon an 
opinion from the Commission, whether a bicycle was baggage, when the 
owner designed, after being transported a few miles on a train, to dis- 
embark and go through the country on his wheel. Many more letters of 
a like kind could be mentioned. All of these letters must be examined 
and answered. 

Letters criticizing the Commission are numerous. Those that appear 
to be written in a spirit of fairness are given due consideration; and fre- 
quently in such cases elaborate replies are deemed necessary. 

Altogether the correspondence of the Commission is very voluminous 
and often very important; and it necessarily occupies much time. 

ANNUAL REPORTS OF RAILROADS. 

For the year which ended June 30, 1896, fifty-three reports on the pre- 
scribed form, for .that number of distinct railroad properties in the 
State, were made to this office by railroad companies and receivers. 
Fifty-one of these railroads are operated, though in several cases two or 
more roads are operated by the same management. The two remaining 
ones, for which reports were made on the regular form, are the Galveston 
and Western, on which operations have been discontinued for the present, 
and the Gulf and Interstate, on which operations had not commenced by 
the company up to June- 30, 1896. In addition, special reports were 
asked for and furnished concerning the earnings and expenses of the fol- 
lowing minor roads, viz.: Brownsville and Gulf, Denison and Pacific 
Suburban, El Paso Northern, and Lancaster Tap. 

From these reports mainly, but not entirely, have been compiled Ex- 
hibits Nos. 3 to 24 inclusive, of the Appendix to this report, which ex- 
hibits we think will be found to contain much valuable information re-

garding the railroads of this State. Exhibit No. 3 contains such informa- 
tion relating to each railroad for which full report was made, as can not 
be conveniently presented in tabular form. Exhibits Nos. 4 to 24 consist 
of tabulated statements as follows: 

STATISTICAL TABLES. 

Exhibit No. 4: Track mileage of railroads in Texas, June 30, 1896, 
showing for each road the length and terminal points of each main line, 
branch and spur, the aggregate length of yard tracks and sidings, the ag- 
gregate length of track of all classes, and the increase or decrease of the 
latter during the year. 

On the 30th of June, 1895, there were fifty-nine railroads in operation 
in Texas, not counting the Texas and Sabine Valley and the Texas Mex- 
ican Northern, two very short roads which were in that count considered 
as portions of two other roads. During the year which ended June 30, 
1896, operation of the Galveston and Western and the Texas Western 
roads were discontinued, and the railroad of the Texas Transportatiom 
Company became merged, under the provisions of an act of the last Leg- 
islature, with the Texas and New Orleans Eailroad. On the other hand, 
during the year two recently built and now operated roads were consid- 
ered for the first time in our statistical tables, viz., the Denison and Paci- 
fic Suburban and the Sabine Pass, Alexandria and Northwestern, mak- 
ing the total of operated roads fifty-eight on June 30, 1896, a net de- 
crease of one. 

Not included in the foregoing are the Gulf and Interstate, com- 
pleted from Port Bolivar to Beaumont, and the Rio Grande Northern, 
completed from Chispa to San Carlos, but on neither of which had opera- 
tions commenced regularly on the 30th of June last. In addition, three 
other roads appear in our mileage tables this year for the first time, viz., 
the Aransas Harbor Terminal and that of the Dallas Terminal Railway 
and Union Depot Company, both in course of construction and with 
some track laid, and the Houston Belt and Magnolia Park road, which 
appeared last year as a portion of the operated line of the Galveston, La 
Porte and Houston Railway. 

This makes a total of sixty-eight different railroads shown in our mile- 
age tables for the year, reduced to sixty-seven at the end of the year, by 
reason of the sale on June 1, 1896, of the Texas Transportation Com- 
pany's railroad to the Texas and New Orleans Railroad^Company. 

On June 30, 1895, there were 9290.70 miles of railroad, exclusive of 
yard tracks and sidings, in Texas shown by our mileage tables. The cor- 
responding tables for June 30, 1896, show 9437.71 miles, exclusive of 
yard tracks and sidings, a net increase of 147.01 miles. The items of this

The foregoing does not include an addition to the railroad mileage of 
the State of an extension of the Texas Midland Eailroad from Green- 
ville to Paris, 51.9 miles, which has been finished and put in operation 
^ince June 30, 1896. 

The aggregate amount of track classed as yard track and sidings was 
1274.79 miles on June 30, 1895. It was 1314.58 on June 30, 1896, show- 
ing a net increase during the year of 39.79 miles. 

The net increase in length of tracks of all classes was therefore 186.80 
miles during the year. 

Exhibit No. 5: This table, besides showing concisely the total lengths 
of track of each class for each railroad in the State*, gives also for each 
the particulars as to gauge of track and as .to lengths of track laid 
with iron rails and steel rails respectively. It shows that, on June 30, 
1896, exclusive of yard tracks and sidings, there were 9174.11 miles of 
track of 4 feet 8£ inches gauge, 22.50 mile# of 3 feet 6 inches gauge, and 
241.10 miles of 3 feet gauge; also exclusive of yard tracks and sidings, 
•8691.80 miles of track were laid with steel rails and 745.91 miles laid 
with iron rails. Of yard tracks and sidings, 547.53 miles were laid with 
steel and 767.05 miles were laid with iron rails. 

Exhibit No. 6: Shows for each railroad in Texas for which the in- 
formation could be ascertained, the amount on June 30, 1896, of its out- 
standing capital stock, bonds and other indebtedness, separately, with 
columns showing the amounts, per mile of road, of stocks, of bonds, and 
of aggregate liabilities respectively. The totals for all the roads are as 
follows: Capital stock, $138,224,468; bonds, $238,771,201; equipment 
trust obligations, #769,550; current liabilities, $30,351,240; aggregate 
•$408,116,459. General average per mile of road: Capital stock, $15,067; 
bonds, $26,028; aggregate, including all liabilities, $44,487. 

Exhibit No. 7: Sl ows the gross earnings from operation of Texas rail- 
roads during the year which ended June 30, 1896, exhibiting separately 
for each road its freight, passenger, mail, express, and other earnings. 
The totals for the year are: Passenger (strictly), $7,353,602.16; mail, 
■$1,068,366.67; from express companies, $670,876.78; extra baggage and 
other miscellaneous passenger, $153,086.88; freight, $25,586,630.14; 
miscellaneous, $48? 812.58; aggregate, $35,318,629.90. 

Exhibit No. 8: Shows the operating expenses for the year ended June 
30, 1896, as reported by Texas railroad companies and receivers. The 
totals are as follows: Maintenance of way and structures, $7,246,700.33; 
maintenance of equipment, $3,686,524.87; conducting transportation, 
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$15,636,248.61; general expenses, $1,465,519.20; aggregate, $28,047,- 
083.17. General average of percentage of operating expenses to gross 
earnings, 79.41 per cent. 

Exhibit No. 9: Train mileage, showing for the year ended June 30, 
1896, for each road, the number of miles run by revenue-yielding road 
trains, classified as to freight, passenger and mixed trains. The totals 
are as follows: Miles run by passenger trains, 9,914,486; by freight 
trains, 15,668,189; by mixed trains, 1,342,927; aggregate, 26,925,612 
miles. 

Exhibit No. 10: Statistics of freight traffic of the Texas railroads dur- 
ing the year ended June 30, 1896, showing, among other things, for each 
road from which the data could be obtained the average distances that 
freight was hauled, the average amount received for tranporting each ton 
of freight, average receipts per ton per mile hauled, and average freight 
earnings for each mile run by freight trains. General averages are as 
follows: Average distance that freight was hauled, 151.51 miles; aver- 
age receipts per ton of freight, $1.75.2; average receipts per ton per mile 
hauled, 1.158 cents; average freight receipts per mile of road, $2744.05; 
average freight earnings per mile run by freight trains, $1.52.7. 

Exhibit No. 11: Statistics of passenger traffic of the railroads in Tex- 
as for the year ended June 30, 1896, as far as could be ascertained, show- 
ing for each road the average distance that passengers were carried, av- 
erage amount received from passengers, average receipts per passenger 
per mile, average passenger earnings for each mile run by passenger 
trains, number of passengers, etc. General averages are: Average dis- 
tance that each passenger was carried, 49.64 miles; average receipts per 
passenger, $1.16.5; average receipts per passenger per mile, 2.348 cents; 
average earnings of passenger trains per year per mile of road, $992.91; 
average passenger train earnings for each mile such trains were run, 90 
cents. 

Exhibit No. 12: Comparison for the two years ended respectively 
June 30, 1895, and June 30, 1896, of the gross earnings, operating ex- 
penses, and results from operation (whether income or deficit) of each 
operated Texas railroad. It shows also for each road whether the net re- 
sult was better or worse for the latter year, and how much. The total re- 
sults for the railroads of the State as a whole are as follows: Decrease in 
gross earnings for the year ended June 30, 1896, compared with the pre- 
vious year, $4,069,239.46; decrease in operating expenses, $817,910.78; 
decrease in net earnings, $3,251,328.68. 

Exhibit No. 13: Shows for each of those roads which have been val- 
ued by the Commission, the amount of such valuation; the value at which 
it was placed on the State and county assessment rolls of 1896 for pur- 
poses of taxation; the amount of its outstanding stock and bonds, so far 
as could be ascertained; and the rate per cent which its income, or deficit, 
from operation for the year ended June 30, 1896, bears to its valuation 
by this Commission, and to its assessed valuation, and to the aggregate of 
its stocks and bonds. This table, in connection with a similar one which 
appeared in our report for last year, shows that for those roads which had 
then been valued by us, the ratio of net earnings .to the aggregate of their 
stock and bonds was 2.76 per cent for the year ending June 30, 1895; for 
the same roads with the addition of those which have been since valued 
the ratio was 1.93 per cent for the year ending June 30, 1896. The ratio 
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of net earnings to valuation by this Commission was 7.45 per cent for the 
year ended June 30, 1895, and 5.07 per cent for the year which ended 
June 30, 1896. The ratio of net earnings to the aggregate amount as- 
sessed for taxation against those roads which have been valued by us, 
was 14.22 per cent and 9.76 per cent, respectively, for the years ending 
June 30, 1895, and June 30, 1896, proper allowance having been made 
for each year for that portion of the International and Great Northern 
Eailroad which is exempt from taxation. 

Exhibit No. 14: Comparative statement of passenger revenue of Tex- 
as railroads for the two years ended respectively June 30, 1895, and June 
30, 1896, showing for each road the amounts for each year, and the in- 
crease or decrease for the latter year. The total for all the roads was 
$7,289,694.03 in 1894-5, and $7,353,602.16 in 1895-6, an increase of 
$63,908.13 in favor of the latter year. 

Exhibit No. 15: Comparative statement of ton mileage and of freight 
revenue for the years 1893-4 and 1895-6, for all those Texas railroads — 
thirty-six in number — which reported for both years sufficient data for 
making the comparison. These thirty-six roads for the year ended June 
30, 1894 (during which year there were no Commission rates in effect, 
except such as were voluntarily adopted), performed a freight service 
equal to carrying 1,959,607,053 tons of freight one mile, and for that 
service received in the aggregate $24,128,793. During the year endfed 
June 30, 1896, the same roads performed a freight service equal to trans- 
porting 2,147,100,079 tons of freight one mile. Had their freight rev- 
enue increased in the same proportion that their ton mileage did, they 
would have received the sum of $26,437,409.11 for the service rendered 
in the latter year, but as they received actually only $24,758,804.08, it 
follows that while their freight revenue for 1895-6 was absolutely about 
$650,000 greater than for the year 1893-4, yet there was a relative de- 
crease of $1,678,605.03 which is not attributable to decrease in the vol- 
ume of freight transported or service performed, but was produced by 
other causes. To this should be added $38,129.51, the proportionate 
amount for the remaining roads of -the State, which did not report ton 
mileage for both years, making a total of $1,716,734.54. There are sev- 
eral other causes which might, and probably did, contribute to this re- 
sult, viz., lowering of rates, both by this Commission on rates within thfe 
State, and by voluntary action of the railroads on interstate rates; 
changes in the character of freight transported; changes in the average 
distances of haul of the different kinds of freight; and changes in the 
divisions of interstate rates between Texas roads and those without the 
State. To ascertain the amount attributable to each, or any, of the above 
causes would necessitate the asssembling in this office of the* particulars 
of every shipment of freight transported wholly or in part by a Texas 
railroad, and the services of a large number of clerks, experienced in 
freight accounts, to properly examine this voluminous data, make the 
computations, and arrange the results. Several railroads in Texas have 
each more than 100 general office clerks, which presumably are neces- 
sary to handle the business of these lines only. To handle the particulars 
of every freight shipment made over any part of every road in Texas 
would undoubtedly require a clerical force in this office larger than that 
found necessary by any one road in the State.

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Exhibit No. 16: Comparative statement of freight revenue of rail- 
roads in Texas for the two years ended respectively Juno 30, 1895, and 
June 30, 1896, showing for each road the amounts for each year; also a 
comparison of ton mileage for those two years for all those roads, thirty- 
six in number, which have reported ton mileage for three consecutive 
years. 

These thirty-six roads performed a service during the year ended June 
30, 1895, equal to transporting 2,256,512,348 tons of freight one mile 
and received therefor a revenue of $28,732,939.78. During the year end- 
ed June 30, 1896, they performed a service equal to transporting 2,147,- 
100,079 tons of freight one mile, and they had received a revenue in pro- 
portion to the amount of service rendered the same as in the preceding 
year they would have received the sum of $27,339,756.12. As they ac- 
tually received only $24,758,804.08 freight revenue, it follows that these 
thirty-six roads suffered a loss of $2,508,952.04 from other sources than 
a decrease in the volume of business done. Had the character of the 
tonnage transported and all other conditions except changes of rates re- 
mained the same, it would be proper to conclude that this loss was oc- 
casioned by the lowering of rates. But by an inspection of Exhibit No. 
17, showing the relative amounts of the different kinds of freight trans- 
ported during each of the three years ended June 30, 1896, it will be 
seen that there were great differences in the character of freight trans- 
ported during the two years ended June 30, 1895, and June 30, 1896. 

There is much less difference between the character of the tonnage 
transported during the year ending June 30, 1894, and that transported 
during the year ended June 30, 1896, than there is between that trans- 
ported during the latter year and during the year which preceded it. 
And we therefore believe that a much nearer approximation to the true 
amount of reductions of revenues, in proportion to service performed, 
occasioned by the lowering of rates, can be ascertained from a comparison 
of the business of 1896 with that of 1894 than from a comparison of 1896 
with 1895. 

Exhibit No. 17: Comparative statement, by years, of the quantities 
and percentages of revenue-yielding freight transported by Texas rail- 
roads during the three years ended June 30, 1896, classified as to com- 
modities, etc. 

The aggregate number of tons carried, as reported by the railroad com- 
panies and receivers, was 13,285,477 during the year ended June 30, 
1894, and 15,591,262 during the year ended June 30, 1895, and 14,510,- 
929 tons during the year ended June 30, 1896. While there were not in 
either year the number of different tons of freight carried which these 
figures indicate (as will be explained fully in the comments on Exhibit 
No. 18), yet these figures will serve to indicate the relative volume of 
business of each year to the others. 

Exhibit No. 18: Shows the amount, in tons, of each of the principal 
commodities and groups of articles, and of the aggregate amount of rev- 
enue-yielding freight transported by each Texas railroad during the year 
which ended June 30, 1896. 

This table shows for each railroad the aggregate quantity of each of 
several classes of freight (as usually classified in the tonnage accounts of 
railroads) which was transported over it during -the year. Each road re- 
ports for itself the tonnage hauled over the whole or any part of its line, . 
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irrespective of the fact whether or not such freight has also been hauled 
by any other road. It follows, therefore, that while the figures for indi- 
vidual roads, as appearing in their several sworn reports, may be accurate 
as to each of them, yet the totals for each of the different commodities 
and for the whole tonnage, for all the roads in the State, are far in ex- 
cess of the true number of different tons of freight hauled, because all 
that freight that is hauled over two or more roads is counted by each road 
over which it passes. To illustrate, a shipment of a ton of freight from 
Decatur, Texas, to New Orleans, La., via Fort Worth, Waxahachie, En- 
nis, Houston and Orange would be counted no less than six times, the 
shipment passing over the whole or part of the lines of that many dis- 
tinct railroad corporations making reports to this Commission. In the 
case supposed each road reports a ton of freight hauled by it, but the ef- 
fect is, by adding the columns, for that ton to appear as six tons. As a 
further illustration of the necessity for making this explanation^ the ag- 
gregate amount of cotton reported by the several railroads of this State as 
having been hauled by them during the year which ended June 30, 1895, 
was 1,860,132 tons, or, reduced to bales of 535 pounds average weight, 
6,953,764 bales. For the year ended June 30, 1896, the aggregate 
amount of cotton so reported was 1,064,110 tons, or 3,977,981 bales of 
535 pounds each. Now the accepted commercial estimates of the 
amounts of the cotton crops of Texas for those two years are respectively 
3,177,178 bales and 1,819,668 bales. So that it is obvious that each bale 
of cotton produced in Texas passed, on an average, over at least two dif- 
ferent railroads before reaching the boundaries of the State. A different 
system of reporting tonnage could easily be devised and required by us of 
the railroads of this State, but as the- present system is in accord with 
that required of them by the Interstate Commerce Commission, unless 
the latter agree to the change in method, the consequence of our requiring 
reports on a different basis would be to entail on the railroads the ex- 
pense of keeping double sets of tonnage books in order to furnish the in- 
formation required by each Commission. 

Exhibit No. 19: Comparative statement, for the two years ending re- 
spectively June 30, 1895, and June 30, 1896, of aggregate weight of ship- 
ments originating on the lines of Texas railroads. 

Exhibit No. 20: Comparative statement for the same two years of the 
aggregate weight of shipments received from all connecting lines, by each 
Texas railroad. Exhibits 19 and 20 are compiled from the annual re- 
ports for railroads made to us. They show that shipments of freight 
originating on Texas railroads amounted to 729,673 tons less in 1895-6 
than in 1894-5, and that adding together the shipments received by each 
Texas railroad from all connecting lines the total is 83,549 tons less for 
the year ended June 30, 1896, than for the preceding year. In the cases 
of a few roads the decrease in freight shown to have originated on the line 
is so great as to render it almost certain that the reports of those roads 
a,s to the division of freight into the two classes were erroneous for at 
least one of the years, if not both. 

Exhibit No. 21: Quantities and classification of equipment (locomo- 
tives and coaches and cars of the various kinds) of each Texas railroad, 
on June 30, 1896. This table shows also the number of train brakes and 
automatic couplers with which the equipment is provided. Totals are as 
follows: Locomotives of all classes, 1119, of which 1014 are provided 
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with train brakes; coaches, etc., in passenger service, 707, of which 683 
have train brakes and 675 have automatic couplers; cars in freight ser- 
vice, 22,600, of which 8645 are provided with train brakes and 2761 with 
automatic couplers; cars in company's service, 1472, of which 325 have 
train brakes and 43 have automatic couplers. Total cars of all classes, 
24,779. 

Exhibit No. 22: Shows the number of general officers, other officers, 
and employes (classified) of .each Texas railroad, June 30, 1896. The 
aggregate number of officers and employes shown by the table is 28,- 
092. The real number of different persons is doubtless from one hundred 
to two hundred less, as there are probably that number of persons in the 
service of two or more railroads. This duplication occurs to a greater 
extent among officers than among other employes. A considerable num- 
ber of the officers, according to the reports, receive no compensation 
from some of the roads of which they are officers. 

Exhibit No. 23: Showing for each Texas railroad the number of ac- 
cidents to persons occurring thereon during the year ended June 30, 
1896. The table contains columns showing the number of accidents to 
employes, to passengers, and to other persons, separately; and further, 
for each class of persons, the number killed and the number injured. 

A comparison of accidents occurring on Texas railroads during the 
year with those occurring on all the railroads in the United States for 
the latest year for which we have the data (1894-5) shows the following 
results: In the United States 1 employe was killed for each 433 em- 
ployes, while in Texas the ratio was 1 killed to 562 employed; in the 
United States 1 employe was injured to each 31 employes, and in Texas 
1 was injured for each 23 employed; in the United States the number of 
passengers carried for each passenger killed was 2,984,832, while in Tex- 
as the number was 1,037,680; in the United States the number of pas- 
sengers carried for each passenger injured was 213,651, while- in Texas 
the ratio was 1 to 36,198 passengers. Comparisons as to accidents to other 
persons can not be made for obvious reasons, there being, for instance-, no 
means of ascertaining the number of persons who trespass on railroads 
and escape injury. 

Exhibit No. 24: Comparison of railway accidents to persons on Texas 
roads, for the two years ended respectively June 30, 1895, and June 30, 
1896, classified as in the preceding table as to persons, and also as to the 
general causes of accidents. This is a condensed table, and does not 
show the roads separately. The comparison shows that during the year 
ended June 30, 1896, as compared with the preceding year, there were of 
employes, killed 4 less and injured 72 less; of passengers, 1 less killed, 
and injured the same number; of other persons, 22 more were killed and 
28 less injured. Total of all classes of persons, killed 17 more, and in- 
jured 100 less. 

S BUSINESS AND EEVENUES OF TEXAS EAILEOADS. 

The gross amount of freight carried during the year which ended June 
30, 1895, was 15,591,262 tons; the gross amount carried during the year 
ending June 30, 1896, was 14,510,919 tons; a decrease of 1,080,343 tons, 
or 6.93 per cent. 

The total number of passengers carried during the year ended June 
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30, 1895, was 6,537,250; and during the year ended June 30, 1896, it 
was 6,226,077; a decrease of 311,173, or 4.76 per cent. 

The- freight earnings of Texas railroads for the year which ended J une 
30, 1895, was $29,543,813.22, and for the year ending June 30, 1896, it 
was $25,586,630.14; a decrease of $3,957,183.08, or 13.39 per cent. 

The gross amount of revenue from all sources earned from the opera- 
tion of the railroads of this State for the year ended June 30, 1895, was 
$39,387,869.36, and for the year ended June 30, 1896, it was $35,318,- 
629.90; a decrease of $4,069,239.46, or 10.33 per cent. 

The cost of operation of these roads was during the year ending June 
30, 1895, $28,864,993.95, and during the year which ended June 30, 
1896, it was $28,047,083.17; a decrease of $817,910.78, or 2.83 per cent. 

The net .earnings of Texas railroads for the year which ended J une 30, 

1895, were $10,522,875.41, and for the year ended June 30, 1896, were 
$7,271,546.73; a decrease of $3,251,328.68, or 30.90 per cent. 

In the foregoing comparisons, as heretofore, the tonnage, earnings, ex- 
penses, etc., of the 100 miles of the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway 
which are in the Indian Territory have been included, because- it is not 
practicable to ascertain such information for that road in Texas and the 
Territory separately. 

Bemarks made in explanation of Exhibits Nos. 15 and 16, supra, re- 
quire some addition in order to present more fully the operation of the 
Commission tariffs. While, as shown by observations explaining Exhibit 
16, the freight revenues on thirty-six railroads for the year ending June 
30, 1896, would appear to have been $2,508,952.04 more than they actual- 
ly were, upon the same rate of compensation as was afforded the same 
companies for transporting freightduring the year endingJunie30,1895,if 
the character of freight, the average distances hauled, and the division of 
rates on interstate business had been the same for each year, yet, as a mat- 
ter of fact, in view of actual conditions, the revenues of the thirty-six 
roads selected were $3,974,135.70 less than the revenues of the same 
companies for the year ending June 30, 1895. Conditions remaining the 
same, the sum of $2,508,952.04 would represent a reduction in revenues 
caused by a diminution in freight rates for the year ending June 30, 

1896, as compared with the year ending June 30, 1895, on the thirty-six 
roads selected, and the sum of $1,465,183.66 would represent the loss re- 
sulting from a reduced volume of business. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, in consideration of the falling off in the quantity moved of cotton, 
which is high class freight, it is evident that the figures stated do not 
fairly represent reductions in consequence of lower freight rates and dim- 
inished tonnage. Though on the tonnage of merchandise and some 
other high class freights, there were some increases for the year ending 
June 30, 1896, over the previous year, still there were no such increases 
as would neutralize the decreased cotton tonnage, though, to some un- 
ascertainable extent, their effect is to modify the results from the dimin- 
ished cotton tonnage. The reasons for the impossibility of accurately 
knowing and stating the amount of reductions in revenues during one 
3 r ear as compared with another year, resulting, respectively, from the op- 
eration of freight rates and from other causes, have been sufficiently in- 
dicated in the comments on Exhibit jSTo. 15, supra. Estimates have from 
time to time been made by the Commission ,of the amounts of reductions 
in revenues attributable, respectively, to the operation of freight rates 
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and other causes; but, having been made in advance of the possession by 
the Commission of the information, imperfect as it is, furnished by the 
annual reports of the various railroad companies, which reach this office 
at various times from the middle of September to the first of December, 
they were intended to be and should be treated only as estimates based 
largely upon the continuance of the conditions which prevailed during 
the previous year. 

Let it be observed that the thirty-six roads used in the comparisons 
instituted have been chosen for that purpose, because they are all the 
roads that have reported ton mileage for all the three years embraced in 
the comparison. Inasmuch, however, as the thirty-six roads taken earned 
during the year ending June 30, 1894, nearly 98 per cent of the entire 
freight revenue of the roads of Texas for that year, and earned during 
the year ending June 30, 1895, nearly 98 per cent of the entire freight 
revenue of the roads in Texas for that year, and earned during the year 
ending June 30, 1896, a little more than 97 per cent of the entire freight 
revenue of the roads in Texas for that year, it will be seen that computa- 
tions made upon the reports of the thirty-six roads present, with approxi- 
mate satisfaction, the condition respecting the entire railway system of 
the State. 

As shown by the foregoing figures, while the total freight revenues 
of the thirty-six roads used in making the comparisons were $3,974,- 
135.70 less for the year ending June 30, 1896, than for the previous 
year, yet the freight revenues on all the roads were only $3,961,817.05 
less for the former than the latter year. The general results, above 
stated, are thereby slightly modified, but in the absence of ton mileage 
reports, the exact amount of the modification can not be stated, though 
the extent of it is certainly small. 

To display the effects of the rates established by the Commission, the 
most satisfactory process is to compare a year during which Commission 
tariffs have been in operation with a year during which the rates used 
were those voluntarily fixed by the railroad companies. Hence, the com- 
parison of either the year ending June 30, 1895, or that ending June 30, 
1896, with the year ending June 30, 1894, gives a much more satisfac- 
tory idea of what the Commission has accomplished than to compare the 
two first named years with each other. If it should be inquired, why the 
year ending June 30, 1894, should of all years in which there were no 
Commission tariffs be singled out for comparison with years in which 
there have been Commission tariffs, the answer is, that though there were 
no Commission tariffs in force for that year, on account of the then ex- 
isting injunction of the United States Circuit Court, yet for that year 
the railroad companies submitted annual reports which were the last re- 
ports received prior to the resumption of rate-making by the Commis- 
sion, and which thus brought the results of their own rates into direct 
chronological connection with the work of the Commission. Exhibit 
No. 15, by contrasting the year ending June 30, 1896, with the year 
ending June 30, 1894, far better elucidates the work of the Commission 
than the contrasting of the two Commission years with each other. 

It should be remembered, in considering the work of the Commission, 
that a majority of the most important rate adjustments were made dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1895, inasmuch as the Commission, about 
the beginning of that year, being relieved from the restraint of the in- 
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junction, had during that year to cover a larger scope of rate-making 
than has subsequently been necessary. 

The rates, most of which made reductions under previously existing 
rates, established in 1895, operated not only during the portion of that 
year during which they were in force, but have continued to operate. 
Many important reductions in rates were made during the year ending 
June 30,1896; and these rates have cooperated with those established the 
previous year in affecting the revenues of the railroad companies. If, how- 
ever, there had been no rate reductions made during the year ending June 
30, 1896, and all rates had remained undisturbed, it is obvious that the 
reductions made in the- year ending June 30, 1895, would have had their 
effect, and that if all conditions, including volume of tonnage, had been 
the same in both years, while there would have been no difference in the 
revenues for the two years, the earnings would have been as much reduced 
one year as the other compared with the year ending June 30, 1894; and 
in each year the amount saved to the people would have been represented 
by the amount of the reductions. Almost constantly readjustments, be- 
ing thus far almost invariably reductions, of freight rates are being 
made. Yet, unless the progressive character of the work of the Commis- 
sion and the various stages of progress be thoughtfully pondered, there 
is certain to be an erroneous judgment of the Commission's work. 

ACTION BY THE COMMISSION ON APPLICATION FOR AU- 
THORITY TO ISSUE, AND ALSO FOR APPROVAL AND 
REGISTRATION OF BONDS DURING THE CALENDAR 
YEAR 1896. 

On January 14, 1896, the Commission approved, and authorized the 
Secretary of State to register, bonds of the Dallas Terminal Railway and 
Union Depot Company, to the amount of $80,000. 

On March 23, 1896, authority was granted to the Aransas Harbor Ter- 
minal Railway Company to issue its first mortgage bonds to the amount 
of $250,000. And on March 24 the Commission approved and author- 
ized the registration of a portion of that issue amounting to $24,000. 

On May 8, 1896, the Commission declined to authorize the Trinity, 
Cameron and Western Railway Company to issue bonds, and also de- 
clined to revoke the former authority granted to that company. 

On June 9, 1896, decision was rendered declining to authorize the 
merger of former orders authorizing the Georgetown and Granger and 
the Trinity, Cameron and Western Railway Companies, respectively, to 
issue bonds. 

On December 2, 1896, the Commission declined to approve and author- 
ize the registration of additional bonds of the Gulf and Interstate Rail- 
way Company of Texas. 

VALUATION OF RAILROADS. 

Pursuant to its duty under the Stock and Bond Law, enacted April 8, 
1893, the Commission has, since its last annual report, valued six rail- 
roads. The separate valuation of each appears in Exhibit No. 25; and 
the summary of the valuation of all the roads which have been valued 
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since the enactment of the Stock and Bond Law appears in Exhibit No. 
26, both of said exhibits being found in the Appendix. Each separate 
valuation embraced in Exhibit No. 25 shows the total mileage of each 
road valued, its aggregate value, and its average value per mile. There 
is also shown in each valuation the value of each component part of the 
railroad valued, the value of each part to the mile, and the percentage of 
the total value of the property that each part constitutes. The summary 
included in Exhibit No. 26 shows the mileage valued of each road, the 
aggregate valuation of each road, and the average value of each road per 
mile, together with the totals of these various items. 

In addition to the valuations, made as above indicated, the Commis- 
sion has since its last annual report made the valuations, which are con- 
tained in Exhibit No. 27 of the Appendix, of thirty-four railroads by 
counties, indicating the mileage of each road in each county through 
which it runs, the total value of the property of each line in each county, 
and the average value per mile of each road in each county. 

Fifty-one railroads, representing an aggregate mileage of 9057.91 
miles of main line and a total value of $142,490,117.01, or an average 
value of $15,731.01 per mile, have now been valued by the Commission. 
These roads are stocked and bonded in the aggregate sum of $374,792,- 
669, or $41,377 per mile. These roads, as appears from the books of the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts, are assessed for taxation at $69,530,407, 
or an average of $7677.32 per mile. 

There remain to be valued 72.40 miles of railroad of two different 
lines. They have not been valued for lack of sufficiently accurate papers. 
Eighty-eight and thirty-seven one hundredths miles of railroad owned by 
six different lines in the State have not been valued by reason of not 
coming within the jurisdiction of the Commission; one of these being a 
horse line, two having a franchise only of value, and three not being in- 
corporated. 

Under the Stock and Bond Law of Texas, the following lines of rail- 
way have been wholly or partially completed, viz. : Aransas Harbor Ter- 
minal, 10.42 miles; Dallas Terminal, 4.10 miles; Gulf and Interstate, 
68.38 miles; Galveston, La Porte and Houston, 57 miles; San Antonio 
and Gulf Shore, 29 miles; Sabine Pass, Alexandria and Northwestern, 
8.34 miles; and Wichita Falls, 17.96 miles; total, 195.20 miles. 

There has been built the following additional mileage of railroad not 
coming under the operation of the Stock and Bond Law, on account of 
their rights as to stock and bonds having been fixed before the enactment 
of the law, viz.: Texarkana and Fort Smith, from Beaumont south 20.21 
miles, and from Texarkana south 22.22 miles. 

The Texas Midland Eailroad has been extended 51.90 miles, but with- 
out the issuance of bonds or the increased issuance of stock. 

Examinations have been made by the Commission of the papers and 
projected lines of the following railroad companies upon their applica- 
tion for the preliminary authorization of bonds, but work on none of 
them has so fax progressed as to amount .to the completion of any part of 
their lines, viz.: Belton and Northeastern, 28 miles; Georgetown and 
Granger, 14.80 miles; Red Eiver and Southwestern, 29.30 miles; Trinity, 
Cameron and Western, 131 miles; and Vining and Coleman, 20 miles; 
total, 228.10 miles.

EAENING CAPACITY OF EOADS. 

Exhibit No. 28 of the Appendix presents a tabular analysis of the re- 
ported earning capacity of twenty-nine typical Texas lines. The ac- 
counts are divided under the heads of Maintenance of Way, Maintenance 
of Equipment, Conducting Transportation, and General Expenses. The 
gross earnings are divided into passenger and freight, and an analysis 
of all these heads is made by applying the rate per mile of line construct- 
ed, the rate per train mile run, and the rate per ton mile hauled. Other 
columns exhibit the total mileage of each road, the Commission's valua- 
tion thereof, and the relation, stated in percentage, which the total op- 
erating expenses are reported to bear to the gross earnings. 

MAPS. 

The. Commission has prepared the following maps, viz. : Map showing 
the railroads having their termini at Sabine Pass, and exhibiting the line/ 
centering at Beaumont and their relation to the Neches river, Sabine 
Lake and Sabine Pass; map of the railway terminals and port of Galves- 
ton; map of the railway terminals at Houston, with an additional sketch 
showing their relation to the coast both by rail and water; map showing 
the railways having termini on Galveston bay. In connection with the 
last mentioned map, it is to be regretted that the coast survey map, dated 
1895, published by the Federal Government, and which has a world-wide 
circulation, exhibits only one railroad as reaching Galveston bay, while 
there are in fact five, including the Texas City Terminal. The foregoing 
maps will not be produced In this report, as to insert them would too 
much swell its size, but copies of them or any of them can be obtained by 
applying to this office. 

In addition to the maps above mentioned, the Commission has brought 
the railroad map of the State up to date. There has been only one rail- 
road map of the State published by the Commission, and it was con- 
tained, in the second annual report of the Commission. Since the former 
publication the following additions have been made to the railroad mile- 
age of the State, and they have been incorporated in the map as revised, 
viz.: Denison and Pacific Suburban Eailway,7.59 miles; Galveston, La 
Porte and Houston Eailway, 57 miles; Gulf and Interstate Eailway, 68.38 
miles; Eio Grande Northern Eailway, 26.25 miles; San Antonio and Gulf 
Shore Eailway, 29 miles; Sugar Land Eailway, 14.12 miles; Texarkana 
and Fort Smith Eailway, 42.43 miles; Texas Midland Eailroad, 51 miles; 
Velasco Terminal Eailway, 20 miles; Wichita Falls Eailway, 17.96 miles; 
total, 342.97 miles. This revised map will be found attached to this re- 
port. 

LEGISLATION EECOMMENDED. 

Experience has convinced the Commission that some amendments to 
the Commission law would materially improve the law. Accordingly, be- 
lieving that the following amendments would have that effect, we re- 
spectfully request that they be brought to the attention of the Legislar 
ture for adoption:

Railroad Commission of Texas. 



1. Subdivision 5 of article 4561 of the Revised Statutes provides, 
among other things, that the Commissioners, secretary and clerks shall 
be- entitled to receive from the State their actual necessary traveling ex- 
penses, which shall include only the cost of transportation while travel- 
ing on the business of the Commission. We think this provision should 
be so amended as to require the payment by the State of all traveling ex- 
penses of the- Commissioners and any of its employes, including cost of 
transportation and hotel bills, while traveling on the business of the 
Commission. There is no reason for limiting the provision to the Com- 
missioners, secretary and clerks, for it often becomes necessary for the 
Commission to send its experts out to examine the books of railroad 
companies and obtain other information, and it may be doubted whether 
the term "clerks" is sufficiently comprehensive to embrace such experts. 
As to hotel bills, they are incurred in the public service, and the public 
should pay them. We see no reason for requiring accounts for traveling 
expenses to be approved, as the present law requires, by the Governor. 
More properly, we suggest they should be passed upon by the Commis- 
sion, and the Comptroller's warrant should be issued upon the Commis- 
sion^ order. 

2. The first part of article 4562 should be so amended as to confer on 
the Commission the express authority to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the preparation of freights for transportation, including 
rules and regulations for the compression and concentration of cotton, 
and the density to which cotton shall be compressed. The law, as it ex- 
ists, was probably intended to confer whatever authority was necessary 
upon the Commission for the adoption of rules and regulations; and the 
'Commission has so interpreted the law. Nevertheless, the District Court 
of Travis county has held that the Commission has not been empowered 
to adopt rules and regulations for the compression and concentration of 
cotton. The Commission has appealed from the decision. There are 
other questions involved in the case, and it is possible that the case will 
be decided without determining the point as to the general power of the 
Commission to establish rules and regulations. Besides, even if the gen- 
eral power of the Commission is sustained, it may be many months be- 
fore a final decision is rendered by the highest appellate tribunal; and the 
nature of the matter is such that, without awaiting the decision, the au- 
thority of the Commission should be placed beyond question. Of course, 
if the highest appellate court decides adversely to the power of the Com- 
mission, there will be a necessity obvious to all for the authority of the 
Commission to be so enlarged as to embrace the prescribing of rules and 
regulations such as have been mentioned. 

3. Articles 4563 and 4567 of the Revised Statutes should be so 
amended as to permit the Commission, within less time than is now re- 
quired, to establish, alter or amend rates. Under the articles cited, it is 
now necessary, before any rate can be established by the Commission, to 
give the railroad companies to be affected thereby ten days notice of the 
time and place at which proposed rates will be fixed; and before any rate 
determined to be established can take effect twenty days must elapse. 
Thus thirty days from the time that a necessity is perceived for changing 
a rate must expire before the public can receive the benefit of the change. 
As a general rule, no hardship can result from the delay; but exceptional 
■cases arise in which the delay is little less than disastrous to the public. 
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Under the Interstate Commerce Law, carriers subject to that law and 
engaged in interstate transportation are authorized to reduce any rate 
upon three days notice to the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
they are empowered to increase any rate or rates upon ten days notice to 
that Commission. The mischief we have in mind results from the reduc- 
tion of interstate rates. Upon making reductions, after three days notice 
to Aie Interstate Commerce Commission, interstate lines .transport for 
non-resident jobbers and manufacturers the articles upon which the 
xates have been reduced, to dealers in Texas. By reason of the reduced 
rates, the prices of the articles are cheapened to the dealers who are sup- 
plied with them during the period of low rates; and, taking advantage of 
the situation, such dealers soon stock up heavily with the articles. The 
Texas jobbers md manufacturers, whose rates have been made certain 
^differentials lower than interstate rates, before their reduction, unexpect- 
edly find themselves unable to compete with non-resident jobbers and 
manufacturers in the sale of the article upon which the interstate rates 
have been diminished, the differentials established under certain condi- 
tions being no protection to them against the suddenly changed condi- 
tions. Before the Texas jobbers and manufacturers can be relieved, thirty 
days must elapse; and generally within that time the injury has all been 
•done, and interstate rates are restored by the .time our rates can take 
effect. Invariably when there are serious reductions in interstate rates 
such reductions are intended to be temporary, and even if this Commis- 
sion should take no action to meet the rates as cut, the interstate rates 
are restored after a brief season. This operates to the detriment not only 
of the Texas jobber and manufacturer, but also of all retailers who hap- 
pen to be carrying a full stock of the article on which the rate is cut at 
the time the cut is made, and who are unable to purchase an increased 
supply of the articles even at diminished prices, as well as of all retailers 
who purchase the article after rates have been restored, because in both 
•cases retailers who were not in a situation to avail themselves of the low 
prices resulting from the cut rates are at a disadvantage in competing 
with those who could and did get the benefit of the lower prices. The 
-cutting of interstate rates by one line leads always to the cutting of rates 
~by competing lines, thus engendering rate wars, which always involve 
serious losses to the conflicting parties as well as to the general public. 

Other emergencies, not necessary now to be discussed, may exist for 
ihe Commission to prescribe rates within a less time- than is now required. 

4. Article 4573 of the Revised Statutes should be so amended as to 
make a railroad company, its officers or agents, subjeet for charging, de- 
manding, collecting, or receiving from any person, firm, company, or cor- 
poration a less rate than that prescribed by the Commission, to the same 
penalty as has already been prescribed for charging, demanding, collect- 
ing, or receiving more than the Commission rate. The entire Commis- 
sion law clearly demonstrates the purpose of the Legislature to authorize 
and require the Commission to fix all rates on all railroads in the State of 
Texas; and the purpose is not less manifest to have uniform rates on all 
roads, except in a few peculiar cases enumerated in the law. The evils 
ihat would be entailed by suffering a railroad company to charge and 
■collect lower rates than those established by the Commission could easily 
"be shown, but it is not now considered as necessary to point them out in 
detail or elaborate them. 
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While very probably it is even now, looking to the whole scope of the 
Commission law, unlawful for a railroad company to charge, demand, 
collect, or receive less than the Commission rate, yet no penalty is ex- 
pressly provided. There is a provision of the law making it unlawful, 
under a penalty named, for a railroad company to charge, demand, col- 
lect, or receive from one person, firm, company, or corporation more or 
less than it charges, demands, collects, or receives from any other pe^on y 
firm, company, or corporation for a like and contemporaneous service, but 
that provision does not cover the case of charging, demanding, collecting,, 
or receiving from all persons less than the Commission rates. 

5. Subdivision 5 of article 4574 of the Eevised Statutes should be so 
amended as to limit the persons to whom free passes shall be given. 
Doubtless when the law was enacted, it was intended to restrict the 
granting of free passes, but the. measure was emasculated by inserting 
after the classes of persons to whom passes could lawfully be given, the 
language "or to any person not prohibited by law," as there was no per- 
son prohibited by law. There should be a clear prohibition against 
passes, with a penalty affixed for its violation; and it should prevent the 
granting of passes to any persons except those who are clearly objects of 
charity, defining who are such objects. 

The evils of the free pass system have been often discussed. With 
slight elaboration, the- following evils may be enumerated: 1. For the 
transportation of all beneficiaries of free passes persons not favored must 
pay, for the necessities of carriers require that they should be paid for all 
the services they perform, including the conveyance of free- passengers 
and their baggage. It is obviously unjust to burden one man with any 
part of the expense of the transportation of another. 2. The free pass 
can be, and doubtless often is, given to shippers to control their business. 
This plainly is an injustice to those shippers from whom passes are with- 
held, especially when, as is often the case, both the shipper having the 
pass and the one having none are under the necessity of traveling on rail- 
roads in going to or returning from markets where they obtain their 
goods or sell their products. The idea will be somewhat clearer if the 
case of a dealer, who has drummers on the road and who is furnished 
with passes for his drummers, is contrasted with that of another dealer 
who also has drummers on the road but who must pay for their trans- 
portation. It is patent that the granting of free passes often operates as 
an unjust discrimination in favor of one shipper against others. 3. To 
the extent that pay passengers do not make good the losses sustained in 
the revenues of railroad companies by carrying free passengers, the rev- 
enues of the companies may be sacrificed in consequence of the free trans- 
portation to persons. To avoid such sacrifice of revenues on account of 
granting free passes, a railroad company must either be permitted to 
keep passenger fares at their present rate, even though if all persons con- 
veyed were required to pay for their passage, there might be a reduction 
of the rate of which the whole public would receive the benefit, or the 
amount lost in the passenger department must be made good by increas- 
ing freight rates. If, on the other hand, passenger fares should be re- 
duced, and the demand for increased freight rates to recoup the losses 
sustained in the passenger branch should be denied, then the carriers 
would suffer a loss in the revenues to which they would be entitled, if 
they had not impaired their income by granting free passes, and which, 
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in order to their rendering efficient service to the public consistently with 
their doing a profitable business, they should have received. In some 
.cases, doubtless, other means of repairing their losses incurred by reason 
-of free passes failing, the companies would, in the transportation both 
-of freight and passengers, give the public service inferior to what should 
be afforded. 

6. Article 4576 of the Revised Statutes should be so amended as to 
prescribe in express terms a penalty for the violation of any rule or regu- 
lation prescribed by the Commission. It is possible that the law is 
now broad enough to cover this matter, but it has been suggested by able 
lawyers that as penal statutes are to be strictly construed, a serious doubt 
may exist whether under the law as it now is a penalty is recoverable for 
the infraction of a Commission rule or regulation. The subject is too 
important to be left in doubt. 

7. The law concerning express companies, found in articles 4582 to 
4584 inclusive, of the Revised Statutes, should be so amended as to re- 
quire express companies to establish and maintain general offices in this 
State. And express companies doing business in this State should be 
quired to make annual reports, showing fully the condition of their af- 
fairs, to the Commission. These provisions are absolutely essential to 
the exercise by the Commission of jurisdiction, in a manner satisfactory 
to the public, over express companies. That there is an urgent necessity 
for regulating the charges of express companies is apparent to all. 

The foregoing matters are suggested as amendments. Possibly some 
of them should more properly be the subjects of independent enactments; 
but that there should be legislation upon them we do not doubt. 

A matter upon which there should be, in our opinion, legislation, has 
frequently come before the Commission. Some of the railroad com- 
panies of this State are interested in coal mines and compresses, and pos- 
sibly in other kinds of business. It is plain that, if a railroad company is 
permitted to become interested in any kind of business competitive with 
business in the carrying on of which for others it is engaged, the busi- 
ness in which it is interested can be made to prosper at the expense of 
the business in which it has no interest. The temptation to unfair dis- 
crimination in such a case is so powerful that it ought to be removed. To 
render a law upon the subject effective it should not only prohibit any 
railroad company from being interested in any business whose supplies 
and products are carried on railroads, but it should place restraint upon 
the directors, stockholders, officers, agents, and employes of railroad com- 
panies to guard the public against evasion of the law by the companies, 
and to protect the public against the directors, stockholders, agents, and 
employes so using their connection with railroad companies as to foster 
an enterprise in which they are concerned to the detriment of competing 
enterprises. 

The Commission will prepare bills covering the above mentioned sub- 
jects and furnish the same to the Legislature for consideration.

It will be understood that in cases where rates are omitted from the above 
tables, the regular class rates, made in accordance with the provisions of 
exception 7, will govern. 

Section 4. General Instructions— 1. The rates of this tariff, except in cases- 
where they are specified, shall be determined by the mileage of practicable 
routes of railroad between shipping points and destination. Two or more 
such routes being in operation between shipping point and destination, the 
lowest rates obtainable by using the mileage of any of such routes, under 
the specifications of this tariff, shall govern. 

Note.— As the Revised Statutes of Texas, articles 4251, 4252 and 4255? re 
quires railway companies to receive freights and passengers from other rail 
way companies at all places where they may cross the line of any other rail- 
way and transport the same to destination, or to the next connecting or 
cross line in the direction of destination, it shall be understood that the route 
over such lines is a practical route, whether there are switch connections be- 
tween the roads or not, unless such cross roads are of different gauge so that 
track connections could not be put in so as to shift cars from one road to the 
other.

The term "differential territory" will be used to designate the remaining 
portion of the State, in which the differential rates prescribed in section 3 of 
the tariff, exceptions 1 to 10 inclusive, are applicable. 

To prevent confusion, the following rulings have been adopted to govern 
the application of said differential rates. 

1. The tariff provides that the differential rates shall be available for ship- 
ments transported distances exceeding 200 miles; therefore, when shipments 
are transported 200 miles or less the differential rates shall not be available. 

2. The rates for shipments transported distances exceeding 200 miles, all 
>of which consists of line in differential territory, or portion of which less 
than 200 miles consists of line in common point territory, shall be made by 
employing the differential rates for the portions of such distances actually 
In excess of 200 miles. 

3. The rates for shipments transported distances exceeding 200 miles, ot 
which 200 miles or more consists of line in common point territory, shall be 
made by employing the differential rates for the portions of the lines in 
differential territory actually traversed by the shipments. (Circular No. 144).

Section 3. Rules and Regulations— First. A shipper desiring his cotton 
to be delivered at destination uncompressed, shall give to the railroad com- 
pany notice of such desire by inserting in his bills of lading the notation "to 
go through uncompressed," or other plain words of similar import, and It 
shall be the duty of the railroad company accepting such shipment tq make 
delivery at destination accordingly. 

Second. A shipper desiring his cotton delivered at destination compressed 
shall, when no compress is in operation at shipping point, give to the rail- 
road company notice of such desire by inserting in his bills of lading the 
notation "to be compressed in transit," and it shall be the duty of the rail- 
road company accepting the shipment to comply with such instruction if 
there is an accessible compress at a station directly intermediate between 
shipping point and destination. 

Third. Railroad companies shall assume the cost of compressing cotton 
which is to be delivered at destination compressed, only on the following 
conditions: 
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1. Cotton shall be compressed at shipping point when an accessible com- 
press is in operation at such point. 

2. When no compress is in operation at shipping point, the cotton shall be 
compressed at a station directly intermediate between shipping point and 
destination and distant seventy miles or more from such destination. Com- 
presses being in operation at two or more stations directly intermediate be- 
tween shipping point and destination, the compress nearest to shipping point 
shall be selected to compress such cotton. 

3. The amount of the cost of compressing assumed by railroad compa- 
nies shall not exceed ten (10) cents per 100 pounds out of rates that are not 
less than forty-five cents per 100 pounds between stations subject to rate* 
prescribed in table of rates, section 1 of this tariff, nor less than 45 cents per 
100 pounds to Houston from points specified in exceptions, section 2, of this 
tariff. When the rates between such stations are less than 45 cents per 100 
pounds, the railroad companies shall assume only so much of the cost of 
compressing as will make the aggregate of such cost and the current freight 
rate not to exceed 45 cents per 100 pounds. 

Fourth. For the purpose of concentration, cotton may be shipped at full 
tariff rates to compress stations distant from all points on the gulf 
coast 100 miles or more of railroad mileage, with the following adjustment 
of freight charges before and after such concentration, provided that there 
shall be no compress in operation at original shipping point or at a station 
intermediate between such point and the point at which it is desired to con- 
centrate: i. 

1. Each railroad company shall refund only its own charges for the ser- 
vice of concentrating. 

2. The entire charge for concentration shall be refunded when the point 
of concentration is directly intermediate between shipping point and final 
destination as reached by the line on which such cotton originates and the 
rates from original shipping point and concentrating point to such destina- 
tion are the same. 

3. When the concentrating point is not in the direction of final destination 
as reached by the line upon which the cotton originates, such line, on re- 
ceiving the cotton for reshipment, shall refund an amount sufficient to make 
the following charges per bale over and above the current rate from con- 
centrating point to final destination: For distances of 50 miles and less, 25 
cents; 75 miles and over 50 miles, 35 cents; 100 miles and over 75 miles, 50 
cents. Cotton concentrated out of the direction of final destination for dis- 
tances exceeding 100 miles shall be subject to full tariff rates without sub- 
sequent adjustment, as herein provided for other distances. 

The following rules and regulations were added by circular No. 173: 
Fifth. Cotton which is to be delivered in compressed condition at destina- 
tion shall be so compressed that the density of each bale at destination will 
be not less than 22% pounds per foot, cubic measurement. 

Sixth. When a railroad company receives uncompressed cotton which is to 
be delivered in compressed condition at destination, said railroad company 
shall require of the compress company entitled under these rules to perform 
the work, a written guarantee, with good and sufficient sureties, to reim- 
burse said railroad company and the company delivering the cotton at des- 
tination the expense which either of said companies may incur by being re- 
quired to have said cotton recompressed, or by having to bear the cost of 
such recompression, in case the first compression is found to be defective 
and so declared by competent inspectors. Said guarantee to be so framed 
as to enure to the benefit of the receiving and delivering companies. (Cir- 
cular No. 177.) 

Seventh. In case a compress company shall fail or refuse to execute said 
guarantee, it shall then be the duty of the railroad company transporting 
such cotton to deliver the same for compression to the next nearest com- 
press located in the direct route to destination, which will perform the work 
under the required guarantee; provided, that other requirements with re- 
gard to compressing in transit, as set forth in paragraphs 2 and 3 of third 
rule above, shall be complied with in all instances. 

Eighth. To establish through a railroad company the responsibility of a 
compress company for defective compressing, the shipment of cotton in- 
volved shall be inspected within four days after its arrival at the point 
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-where such matter is to be decided, and a copy of the certificate or report of 
the condemnation, embracing a detailed account of the result of the inspec- 
tion, shall be forwarded to this Commission by the agent of the railroad 
company. 

Ninth. When a railroad company receives compressed cotton for shipment, 
the bills of lading issued for such cotton must be made to bear notations re- 
lieving said railroad company of any obligation to require or enforce a guar- 
antee of the work performed by the compress company; but this provision is 
not intended to relieve the compress company from liability to the shipper 
or owner of the cotton for the cost of recompressing when that shall be 
found to be necessary. 

SPECIAL AUTHORITIES. 

1. The Texas Central and Waco and Northwestern Railroad Companies 
-are authorized to operate jointly in the adjustment of charges for concen- 
trating cotton from stations on the Texas Central Railroad north of Oliver. 

2. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway Company is authorized to 
-concentrate cotton at any point on its line, on the terms and conditions pre- 
scribed in fourth paragraph of the above rules and regulations; provided, 
that sections 1 and 2 of third paragraph of said rules and regulations as to 
the compression of cotton shall be observed in the movement of cotton to 
points of concentration; and provided further, that shippers shall assume the 
•cost of the second unloading and reloading. 

CANCELLATION. 

Tlus tariff will supersede and cancel Commodity Tariff No. 1, issued by the 
Railroad Commission of Texas, August 11, 1894, and Circulars Nos. 3, 6, 8, 
10, 11, 13, 14, 20, 22 and 26; also Circular 7 in as far as it affects the matter 
subject to this tariff.

Grain Rates.— On corn, oats, barley, rye, wheat, bran, mill feed, mill stuff, 
millet seed, sorghum seed, Kaffir corn, corn chops and feed composed of 
■crushed grain and cotton seed, in straight or mixed carloads, or mixed with 
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articles taking hay rates; minimum weight 20,000 pounds per car. (Circu- 
lars Nos. 43, 63 and 308.) 

Hay Rates.— On hay and on corn husks, in carloads; minimum weights, for 
shipments transported over lines of standard gauge, 17,000 pounds per car,, 
and for shipments transported over lines of narrow gauge 10,000 pounds per 
car. (Circular No. 196.) 

For rates on shipments less than carloads, see section 5 of this tariff.

Note.— The foregoing regulations shall not be construed as imposing upon 
railroad companies the obligation to furnish cars of specified dimensions.

and cows, and double-deck shipments of calves, goats, hogs and sheep,. 
20,000 pounds; for shipments of calves, goats, hogs and sheep, each sufficient 
to load only a single-deck car, 15,000 pounds per car. 
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Section 3. Transportation of men in charge.— Men in charge of shipments 
of live stock in carloads shall be passed as follows, provided that shipments 
consisting of two or more carloads shall be shipped, by one consignor to one 
consignee: 

Pass one man in charge of one car of live stock other than horses and 
mules; no return pass. 

Pass one man each way in charge of one car of horses and mules. 

Pass one man each way in charge of two to five cars of live stock. 

Pass two men each way in charge of six to ten cars of live stock. 

Pass three men each way in charge of eleven or more cars of live stock, 
which shall be the maximum number of men that will be passed with any 
shipment of live stock from one shipper in the same train. 

Return transportation for men in charge of live stock shipments shall be 
good only for continuous passage, without lay-over, from the destination of 
the shipments to the shipping points, and shall be limited to twenty-five (25) 
days from date of shipment from original shipping point for men going in 
charge of horses and mules, and to twenty (20) days from date of shipment 
from original shipping point for men going in charge of other classes of live 
stock. (Circular No. 284.) 

Each railroad company shall use proper methods to secure the identifica- 
tion of parties entitled to free transportation under this rule. 

Section 4. Application of Rates.— The rates and regulations of this tariff 
apply on shipments of live stock, as described, when transported in ordinary 
stock cars or stable cars. When in palace stock cars the shipments will be 
charged the customary rental of the companies owning such cars in addition 
to the freight rates herein established. 

A stable car is one having two gates which divide its interior into three 
compartments, while palace cars have a separate stall for each animal. 

Section 5. Exceptions.— 1. The rate between Houston, Galveston and in- 
termediate stations on shipments of live stock subject to this tariff shall be 
5 cents per hundred pounds, with minimum charge of ten dollars per car. 

2. The rates on live stock, all kinds, except horses and mules, from sta- 
tions on the International and Great Northern Railroad west of Houston to 
East Columbia, inclusive, shall be, to Houston 5 cents per 100 pounds, with 
minimum charge of ten dollars per car, and to Galveston 6^4 cents per 100 
pounds, with minimum charge of twelve dollars and fifty cents per car. 

3. The rates on horses and mules in carloads from points on the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern Railroad west of Houston to East Columbia, in- 
clusive, shall be, to Houston, 7% cents per 100 pounds, and to Galveston 10 
cents per 100 pounds. 

4. The rates on live stock, all kinds, in carloads, between Galveston or 
Houston and the following stations on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
Railway snail be as indicated in the table, viz.: 

Areola and Dukes, 5 cents per 100 pounds, with minimum charge of ten 
dollars per car. 

House, Rosenberg and intermediate stations, 7% cents per 100 pounds, with 
minimum charge of fifteen dollars per car.

Section 2. Joint Rates.— Joint rates to apply on shipments transported in 
common point territory over two or more lines of railroad which are not un- 
der the same management and control shall be determined as follows: (a)

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Section 4. General Rules.— 1. When two or more routes of railroad are ia 
operation between shipping point and destination, the lowest rate applicable 
by any one of such routes shall be adopted by the other routes accepting 
shipments for transportation between such points. 

2. The charge for a shipment less than carload shall in no case exceed 
that determined by employing the rate and the least minimum weight pre- 
scribed for a carload of like class or kind of live stock in Commodity Tariff 
No. 8, issued by this Commission February 23, 1895, and effective March 16, 
1895, regardless of the dimensions of the car actually employed in trans- 
porting such less than carload shipment.

Section 2. Joint Rates.-^Joint rates, to apply on shipments transported 
over two or more lines of railroad which are not under the same manage- 
ment and control, shall be made by adding two (2) cents per 100 pounds to- 
the rates set forth in table of rates, section 1 of this tariff; provided, that 
no rate so made shall exceed 17^ cents per 100 pounds.

which the empty tank was hauled to the oil mill. 

Circular No. 325, effective September 24, 1896.— Rates in cents per 100 
pounds, on lumber, lath and shingles, in carloads, minimum weight 24,000 
pounds per car, from stations on the Texas, Sabine Valley and Northwest- 
ern Railway to stations on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway of 
Texas, via Texas and Pacific Railway or International and Great Northern 
Railroad. 

Section 1. Rates on yellow pine lumber, lath and shingles.

Section 2. The rates on cypress lumber and shingles, in carloads, minimum 
weight 24,000 pounds per car, shall be two (2) cents per 100 pounds higher 
than the rates prescribed in section 1 above for the transportation of yellow 
pine lumber and shingles. 



CLASSIFICATION RULINGS. 

Classification rulings were brought up in our last annual report to January 
1, 1896. Since then the Commission has from time to time adopted classi- 
cation rulings contained in Circulars 197, 205, 206, 208, 211, 220, 221, 224, 
228, 231, 233, 240, 241, 242, 243, 247 and 264, which are not set forth in full, 
t)ecause on July 13, 1896, the Commission by Circular No. 300 adopted West- 
ern Classification No. 23, in which was incorporated all of the rulings em- 
braced in the foregoing mentioned circulars. 

Circular No. 300, adopting Western Classification No. 23, is as follows: 

"AUSTIN, TEXAS, July 13, 1896. 

"In approval of joint application, submitted under No. 141 of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway Company of Texas, authority is hereby granted 
for the adoption of Western Classification No. 23, for freights transported by 
railroads between points in Texas; provided, that said authority shall not be 
-construed as cancelling the exceptions to Western Classification heretofore 
adopted, or the commodity rates and tariffs issued or approved by the Rail- 
road Commission of Texas or the rulings authorized by Circulars Nos. 268, 
280, 287, 291, 295 and 298, issued by this Commission May 23, June 11, June 
17, June 23, July 1 and July 8, 1896, respectively; and further provided, that 
any ratings contained in said Western Classification No. 23, which are in 
conflict with the laws of Texas, shall not be regarded as approved for appli- 
cation by this authority. 

" This order shall take effect July 25, 1896.

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Prior to the Issuance of Circular No. 300 the Commission had issued Cii> 
culars 268, 280, 287, 291, 295, 298, which were not canceled by Circular No. 
300, because the rulings they contained had been made too late to be em- 
bodied in Western Classification No. 23. And they are not given in full, be- 
cause they, together with classification rulings contained in Circulars 301,. 
302, 303, 307, 317, 318, 321, 327, 331, 333, 342, 343, 349, 361, 363, which have 
from time to time since July 13, 1896, been issued by the Commission, will 
be incorporated in Western Classification No. 24, which will be acted on by 
the Commission about January 1, 1897. 

Exceptions to Western Classification, 

Circular No. 212, effective February 10, 1896. Street cars loaded on flat 
cars 34 feet or less in length, minimum weight 18,000 pounds; on cars 40 feet 
and over 34 feet in length, minimum weight 24,000 pounds. When shipments 
are loaded on cars exceeding 40 feet in length, the minimum shall increase 
3 per cent for each additional foot or fraction thereof. 

Circular No. 236, effective March 25, 1896. Tropical fruits: Lemons, or- 
anges, bananas, and other tropical fruits and Malaga grapes, in straight or 
mixed carloads, minimum weight 20,000 pounds per car, class A. 

Stop-over privileges for the purpose of unloading portions of such shipments 
at not more than three points between shipping point and destination shall 
be charged for at the rate of $5 per car for each stop. 

Free transportation shall be furnished for one man in charge of and ac* 
company ing a shipment of one or more cars of bananas, and returning by 
the route over which the shipment passed. (See Circular No. 251 below.) 

Circular No. 237, effective March 26, 1896. galvanized iron flues, less than 
carload, first-class. 

Circular No. 251, effective as follows: As to items 1, 3, 4 and 5, on May 11, 
1896; as to items 2 and 6, on May 25, 1896. 

1. Fruit— Maximum limit for return transportation for one man in charge 
of shipments of bananas, in one or more cars, will be 20 days from date of 
shipment. Note: This will amend last paragraph of Circular No. 236, whicl? 
took effect March 25, 1896. 

2. Cancel item 29 of Circular No. 32, dated January 3, 1895, establishing 
fifth class rating for carload shipments of glass, jelly tumblers, glass" pitch- 
ers, etc.; rating of Western Classification will govern. 

3. Kaflftr corn, in carloads, shall be subject to the same rates as "corn." 
Note: This ruling will cancel item 11 of Circular No. 65, dated April 8, 1895. 

4. Refrigerator boxes, hooks, racks and stilts, used in the carriage of 
meats in refrigerator cars, may be returned free of charge by the same 
road; provided, they are loaded in cars belonging to the same refrigerator 
line. Note: This will cancel item 6 of Circular No. 81, dated April 25, 1895. 

5. Vehicles, in carloads, taking third class rating in Western Classification, 
will be taken at minimum weight of 10,500 pounds in cars 40 feet and under 
in length, with 3 per cent additional for each foot or fraction thereof in 
length of cars over 40 feet, internal measurement; provided, that charges so 
made on shipments in cars 40 feet and less in length shall not exceed 
charges made at class A rates on 24,000 pounds, with 3 per cent per foot, or 
fractional part thereof, additional for cars more than 40 feet in length, in- 
fernal measurement. Note: This will cancel item 12 of Circular No. 179, 
dated November 6, 1895. 

6. Canceled by item 2 of Circular No. 312 below. 

Circular No. 255, effective May 29, 1896. Cement-plaster, plaster of paris, 
and dental plasters, in barrels or sacks, in straight or mixed shipments 
of 4000 pounds or more, 200 per cent of class E rates; provided (1), that the 
charge on a shipment less than 4000 pounds shall not exceed the charge for 
4000 pounds; (2), that when current fourth class is lower than a rate made 
as above prescribed, such fourth class rate shall govern; (3), that the charge 
on any shipment less than a carload shall not exceed the charge on a car- 
load at carload rates; (4), that this ruling shall not cancel any existing tariff 
providing rates lower than those herein prescribed. 

Circular No. 265, effective May 25, 1896, and canceling Circular No. 25, 
dated November 12, 1894. Ammonia, carbonic acid, sulphuric acid and gas- 
oline iron drums and cylinders, empty, returned, one-half of fourth class. 
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Circular No. 268, effective June 19, 1896— 1. Oil press cloth, old or dis- 
carded, in straight carloads, or in carloads mixed with junk, shall be subject 
to current rates applying on junk. Note: This ruling cancels item 2 of Chv 
cular No. 45, dated February 14, 1895. 

2. Scales, returned to manufacturers or their agents for repairs, one-half 
of tariff rates. 

3. Compo-board, carloads, class D. 

Circular No. 312, effective August 20, 1896. 1. Agricultural implements* 
returned for repairs, one-half of current tariff rates. 

2. Apples and vegetables (not canned goods), viz., beets, cabbage, carrots^ 
cauliflower, celery, cucumbers, egg plant, green corn, horse radish, melons,, 
onions, onion sets, oyster plants, parsnips, potatoes, pumpkins, radishes, to- 
matoes, turnips, dried or evaporated apples, dried or green beans, dried or 
green peas, dried peaches, sauer kraut, cider and pickles in glass or wood,, 
in straight or mixed carloads, or in mixed carloads with vinegar, class C- 
Note 1: Straw not to exceed 1500 pounds will be allowed free of charge as- 
preservative with each carload of apples and vegetables. Note 2: This ruling 
shall not be construed as canceling special tariffs on apples, or on melons- 
and vegetables, now in force between points in Texas. Note 3: This ruling: 
cancels item 6 of Circular No. 251. 

3. Axes, boxed, in carloads, third-class. 

4. Bottles, second-hand, empty, other than empty beer packages returned %. 
add to list of articles which are subject to junk rates. 

5. Camping outfit, second-hand, together with utensils and implements to» 
be used in construction of telegraph and telephone lines, class B. 

6. Cement and lime, straight or mixed carloads, and cement, lime and 
plaster, mixed carloads, class D. Note: This ruling shall not be construed a* 
in any manner affecting the matters embraced in Commodity Tariffs Nos. 11 
and 14, issued by the Commission April 13, 1895, and July 26, 1895, respec- 
tively.

19. Sawdust and shavings, in carloads, minimum weight 20,000 pound* 
per car, two-thirds of current lumber rates, with minimum of 5 cents per 10O 
pounds. 
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20. Seeds, unsold, returned in original packages to shippers, shall be sub- 
ject to rates authorized on empty seed boxes, returned.

When two or more routes of 
railroad shall be in operation ^etween shipping point and point of destina- 
tion, the lowest rate applicable by any one of such routes shall be adopted 
by the other routes accepting f reign t for transportation between such points. 
Note: This order cancels Circular No. 28, dated December 10, 1804. 

Circular No. 199, effective January 27, 1896. 1. Every railroad company 
operating a railroad between points within the State of Texas shall receive 
when tendered to it by a shipper at a station on its line, every loaded car 
intended for transportation over its line to a point on its line and also every 
loaded car intended for transportation over its line and thence to a point on 
any connecting line of railroad. Having received from a shipper a loaded 
car destined to a point on its line, the company so receiving such loaded car 
shall forward and haul same over its line to destination; and having re- 
ceived from a shipper a loaded car destined to a point on a connecting line, 
the company so receiving such loaded car shall forward and haul same 
over its line to its junction with the next connecting line, to which it shall 
at such junction deliver same for further transportation. 

2. Every railroad company operating a railroad between points within 
the State of Texas shall receive, when tendered to it by a connection at a 
place of junction of their tracks, every loaded car intended for transporta- 
tion over its line to a point on its line and also every loaded car intended for 
transportation over its line and thence to a point on any connecting line. 
Having received from a connection a loaded car destined to a point on its 
line, the company so receiving such loaded car shall forward and haul same 
over its line to destination; and having received from a connection a loaded 
car destined to a point on any connecting line, the company so receiving such 
loaded car shall forward and haul same over its line to its junction with the 
next connecting line, to which it shall deliver same for further transporta- 
tion. 

3. Connecting lines, as used in this circular, are two or more lines connect- 
ing with each other by crossing each other's tracks or otherwise, and form- 
ing a continuous rail route between the initial and terminal points of a ship- 
ment; and a connection or connecting line is any one of said two or more 
lines. 

4. The junction of two railroads, as used in this circular, is the place at 
which they cross each other's tracks or are otherwise connected. 

5. Nothing herein contained shall affect the rules and regulations now 
recognized and enforced by the railroad companies of this State in respect 
to charges for car mileage upon loaded or empty cars. 
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Note.— The above order was suspended by Circular No. 209, dated January 
29, 1896. See below. 

Circular No. 202, effective February 1, 1896. Every railroad company 
operating a line of railroad between points within the State of Texas and 
receiving any loaded or empty cars or any article of freight for transporta- 
tion over its line to a point on its line or over its line to a point on any con- 
necting line, shall, in the transportation and delivery of such loaded or empty 
car or article of freight, respect and be governed by the routing thereof 
designated by the shipper in every case in which the shipper shall direct 
the route. 

Note.— This order was suspended by Circular No. 209 January 29, 1896. 
See below. 

Circular No. 209, effective January 29, 1896. The operation of the follow- . 
ing named and described circulars is hereby suspended until further notice 
by the Commission, viz.: Circular No. 199, issued January 6, to take effect 
January 27, 1896, and containing a general order regarding the receiving and 
forwarding of loaded cars by railroads between points in Texas; Circular 
No. 202, issued January 11, to take effect February 1, 1896, and containing 
a general order regarding the routing of any loaded or empty car or any 
article of freight received for transportation by railroads between points in 
Texas. 

Circular No. 283, effective July 2, 1896. It is hereby ordered that Circular 
No. 189, issued by this Commission December 5, 1895, and effective Decem- 
ber 10, 1&95, ordering the exemption of the Rio Grande and Eagle Pass Rail- 
way from the operation of the tariffs theretofore issued by the Commission, 
be and the same is hereby canceled. 

All classes of freight affected by said Circular No. 189, passing over the 
Rio Grande and Eagle Pass Railway, shall be subject to the rates and regu- 
lations provided in the tariffs issued by this Commission. 

Circular No. 214, dated February 7, 1896. Notice is hereby given to all 
persons interested that the decision recently rendered by the District Court 
of Travis County, in the case of the Houston and Texas Central Railway 
Company vs. the Railroad Commission of Texas, is limited in its effect to 
that company; and that the Commission has not been enjoined from en- 
forcing its compress rules and regulations as to any other railroad company. 
We do not agree with the learned judge who decided the case, and shall 
prosecute an appeal from his judgment. Inasmuch as the case will reach 
the court of last resort, and as the questions involved will be there finally 
settled, and as we do not desire to engage in endless litigation, it is our in- 
tention to institute suits against any railroad company for non-compliance 
with the compress rules and regulations until the case mentioned has been 
passed upon by the court of last resort. At the same time, believing as we 
do that said rules and regulations are valid and enforceable, we must insist 
upon the observance of them by all of the railroad companies in Texas which 
were not parties to the suit mentioned; and we take occasion to inform said 
companies that if the rules and regulations are sustained by the court of 
last resort, we shall institute proceedings for the recovery of penalties in all 
cases in which we shall have evidence of the violation by railroad com- 
panies of such rules and regulations. 

It is scarcely necessary for us to state that we shall obey the injunction 
of the District Court in the case in which it has been granted, and that the 
amenability of the Houston and Texas Central Railway Company to the 
rules and regulations will be finally determined in the appellate courts.

Porte, Houston and Northern Railroad Company, organized October 7, 1892, 
under general laws of Texas, and the North Galveston, Houston and Kan- 
sas City Railroad Company, which was originally organized June 24, 1892, 
also under general statutes of Texas, and reorganized after sale of property 
by receiver May 17, 1894.

Both of these were organized under 
the general laws of the State of Texas, and were acquired by this company 
l>y purchase, said purchase being ratified by act of the Legislature of the 
State of Texas, approved March 27, 1889. These consolidations were au- 
thorized by the Central and Montgomery Railway Company April 13, 1882, 
and by the Chicago, Texas and Mexican Central Railway Company July 6, 
1882. Also by amendments of the charter of the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
-Fe Railway Company, under the general laws of the State of Texas.

EXPLANATORY. 

The Rio Grande Northern Railway was constructed for the purpose of 
carrying coal from the mines of the San Carlos Coal Company in Presidio 
county, Texas, to Chispa in Jeff Davis county, the point of junction with the 
Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway. The road was completed 
November, 1895, before the coal mines of the San Carlos Coal Company were 
ready for working. The Rio Grande Northern runs through portions of Jeff 
Davis and Presidio counties, almost entirely without population, and fur- 
nishes no traffic for the road, other than what would come from the working 
of the coal mines. The coal company commenced mining some coal in Janu- 
ary, 1896, but the quantity was so small that it would not pay the Rio 
Grande Northern Railway to furnish transportation for it. Under these cir- 
cumstances, by permission of the railway company, the San Carlos Coal 
Company hired an engine and hauled the coal they mined over the railroad 
to Chispa, the coal company agreeing to keep the track in repair for the priv- 
ilege of using it. This arrangement continued until July 1, 1896. Hence the 
Rio Grande Northern Railway has no earnings to report and did not operate 
the road during the time covered by this report.
